Peach growers seem inclined to 
favor the lime and sulphur, while th< 
apple orchardists, particularly an old 
trees, give the preference to soluble 
oils. 
W hat is better than either is to 
use both alternately, say the oil in 
December, and the lime and sulphur 
in the spring before the buds start, 
says a w riter in an exchange. Caution 
should be used that the spraying is 
not done when near freezing, as the 
effectiveness will be impaired if the 
mixture freezes before the water evap­ 
orates. 
W henever there is much breeze stir­ 
ring the consequent evaporation will 
lower the tem perature of the spray 
after striking the tree; also the north 
Bide of trees will naturally be colder 
than the south side.

Q.-— T h e re are so m any children born 
im perfect. 
H o w can we harm onize this 
w ith the B ible’s declaration that G o d ’s 
w ork is perfect (D euteronom y 32:4)? 
(M . S.) 
Answer.—The first man. Adam, was 
created perfect, with power to multi­ 
ply (Genesis 1:27, 28). 
God does not 
directly create a child any more than 
He directly creates a kitten or a pup­ 
py. 
He started the human organism 
perfect and gave it the spark of life 
with power to transm it the same. All 
imperfections are the results of Fa­ 
ther Adam’s disobedience and its death 
penalty (Romans 5:12). It is manifest 
that an imperfect father could not be­ 
get a perfect offspring, and thus the 
Scripture declares, “I was shapen in 
iniquity and in sin did my mother con­ 
ceive me’* (Psalm 51:5). But God has 
made provision for the redemption of 
man from imperfection and death, 
through Christ Jesus, who by “the grace 
of God tasted death for every m an” 
(Hebrews 2:9). The loss of perfection 
by man’s disobedience and God’s pro­ 
vision for his redemption through the 
merit of Christ Jesus’ sacrifice is clear­ 
ly stated by the Apostle that, “There­ 
fore, as by the offense of one judg­ 
ment came upon all men to condemna­ 
tion; even so by the righteousness of 
one the free gift came upon all men 
unto justification of life.

Q.— In harm on y w ith M a rk 16:18 w hy

Answer.—Since God invites man to 
reason on His Word (Isaiah 1:18), we 
must know that His Word is reasona­ 
ble. The citation in the question is 
unreasonable. But is it a part of God's 
Word? 
We answer, No. 
S t Mark’s 
Gospel originally ended with vet's© 
nine, chapter sixteen; the additional 
verses (IO to 20 inclusive) which in­ 
clude the above citation, are not found 
in the old manuscripts of the Bible. All 
scholars are agreed that the addition 
was made about six hundred years 
after 
Mark’s Gospel was written, 
and hence the quoted words are no 
part of the Gospel, and we know them 
to be untrue, 
t o sanction them, now 
th at we know about them, would be to 
join with those who wrote them In 
adding to the Word of God (Revela­ 
tion 22:18, 19). 
Human experience 
shows that not even the best of Chris­ 
tians can, with impunity, “Take, lip 
sem ents and drink deadly poison.”
